The great ob¬ 
stacle in the way of ratification is the 
difficulty of reaching a vote before 
March 1 The oppoaition Is sufficiently 
stroug to preveut a vote being reached.. 
A* the treaty is pending in secret aes- 
siotis of the senate, few senators are 
willing to ex|trei« an opinion for pub¬ 
lication, and some of them eveu, dccllu
